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PREFACE. 


Since  the  pablication  of  the  last  Edition  of  the  Com- 
panion in  1891  a  greater  number  of  changes  have  occurred 
in  the  leadership  of  the  dominating  political  party  than  at 
any  other  period  during  the  history  of  Canada.  Sir  John 
A.  Macdonald,  Sir  John  J.  C.  Abbott,  Sir  John  S*  D. 
Tiiompson,  Sir  Mackenzie  Bowel),  Sir  Charles  Tupper, 
Bart.,  and  Hon.  Wilfrid  Laurier  have  all  successively  been 
Prime  Ministers  of  Canada  within  the  comparatively  short 
period  of  six  years.  The  General  Election  of  JunCi  1896, 
resulted  in  the  Liberal-Conservative  Government  being 
obliged  to  give  way  to  a  Ministry  from  the  Liberal  party. 
A  change  has  also  taken  place  in  the  Premiership  in  all 
the  provinces  save  that  of  Manitoba.  General  Elections 
have  also  largely  changed  the  complexion  of  the  several 
legislatures. 

The  arrangement  of  the  information  in  the  former 
editions  has  been  followed  except  the  portion  relating  to 
the  Imperial  Honours  borne  by  Canadians,  which  has  been 
given  a  more  prominent  place  in  the  present  edition. 
Heretofore  the  information  on  this  subject  could  only  be 
gleaned  at  some  trouble  from  English  publications,  and  the 
Editor  believes  that  the  general  Hot  given  in  the 
Companion  will  prove  interesting.  The  Tables  of  Pre- 
cedence and  Titles  in  Canada  have  been  carefully  prepared 
from  the  Imperial  despatches  relating  to  the  subject,  and 
may  be  relied  upon  as  correct*  In  conclusion,  the  Editor 
desires  to  thank  his  numerous  correspondents  and  friends 
for  information  supplied  to  him.

The  pat e^it  of  nobility  signed  by  Louis  XIV., 
granting  this  title  to  Charles  )q  Moyne  for  distinguished  services,  is 
remarkable  as  creating  not  only  a  Territorial  Barony,  but  also  con- 
ferring a  title  of  honor  upon  himself  and  his  descendants,  whether 
male  or  female.  The  cession  of  Canada  to  England  by  the  Treaty  of 
I'aria  in  17R3  made  no  change  in  the  1  gal  right  to  hold  honours  ; 
since  this  period  each  successive  head  of  the  family  has,  by  assump- 
tion of  right,  used  the  title  ;  but  it  was  not  otticially  recognized  by  the 
British  Government  until  Dec.  4,  1880.

necessary,  and  that  Her  Majesty  had  been  pleased  to

Tallc  of  Titles.

DESPATCH  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  STATE  FOR 
THE  COLONIES,  DATED  JUNE,  1893. 

The  Marquis  of  Ripon  to   the  Earl  of  Derby, 
Downing  Street,  15tu  June,  1893. 
My  Lord, — The  title  of  "  Honourable  "  as  conferred 
by  the  Queen  in  the  Duke  of  Buckingham's  despatch, 
No.  164,  of  the  24th  July,  1868,  upon  certain  persons 
in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  as  appertaining  to 
members  of  Executive  and   Legislative  Councils  in 
other   Colonies   possessing   responsible   Government, 
has  generally  been  understood  not  to  run  beyond  the 
particular  colony;  but  in  these  cases  Her  Majesty  has 
now,  on  my  recommendation,  been  graciously  pleased 
to  approve  of  its  use  and  recognition  throughout  Her 
Dominions. 

In  the  Duke  of  Buckingham's  despatch  of  the  24th 
July,  1868,  there  was  no  express  confinement  of  the 
use  of  the  title  within  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and 
you  will  understand  that  the  persons  upon  whom  it 
was  thereby  conferred  will  enjoy  it  throughout  Her 
Majesty's  Dominions  for  so  'ong  as  they  may  be  en- 
titled to  it.

The  Supreme  Court  of  Canada,  the  hin^hest  within  the  Dominion, 
was  constituted  in  1875  in  accordance  with  the  B.N.  Act  1M67,  section 
101.  It  has  both  original  and  appellate  jurisdiction— 0)'i(7ma^,  as  to  : 
(1)  Judicial  opinions  to  the  Crown ;  (2)  Private  bills  and  petitions 
therefor  referred  by  the  Senate  or  House  of  Commons  :  and  (3)  Civil 
suits  in  which  the  validity  of  a  i:>onunion  or  Provincial  Act  is  ques- 
tioned; Appe  I  tat  a— in  appaala:  (I)  from  the  Exchequer  Court :  (2)  from 
the  Provincial  Courts ;  (;J)  in  habeas  corpus  cases  ;  and  (4)  in  Election 
cases. 

The  Court  is  presided  over  by  a  Chief  Justice  (who  iS  known  as 
the  Chief  Justice  of  Canada)  and'puianfe  judges.  The  quorum  of  the 
Court  is  four.  From  a  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  an  appeal 
always  lies  to  the  Judicial  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  of  England, 
the  Court  of  last  resort  for  the  British  Empire,  excepting  in  criininai 
cases  ;  in  these  the  judgment  of  the  Supreme  Court  is  made  ftnal  l>y 
an  Act  passed  in  1887.

This  number  is  fixed  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  of  Confederation,  and  the  representation  is  re- 
arranged after  every  decennial  census,  by  Act  of  Par- 
liament, the  basis  being  that  Quebec  is  always  to 
have  sixty-five  representatives,  and  each  of  the  other 
provinces  such  a  number  as  will  give  the  same  pro- 
portion of  representatives  to  its  population  as  the 
number  65  bears  to  the  population  of  Quebec,  as  as- 
certained by  the  census.  British  Columbia,  by  the 
terms  of  its  admission  into  the  Union,  however,  is 
never  to  have  less  than  six  members. 

The  members  are  elected  for  the  term  of  a  Parlia- 
ment, which  is  five  years  from  the  day  of  the  return 
of  the  writs  for  closing  the  House,  subject  to  soo. -^r 
dissolution  by  the  Governor-General. 

No  propert/  or  income  qualification  is  necessary. 

The  annual  sessional  allowance  to  each  member  is 
$1,000  and  mileage.— 18  a  day  being  deducted  for  each 
flays  absence  (beyond  a  certain  number, of  days  fixed 
at  each  Session),  if  the  House  is  sitting,  unless  the 
absence  is  caused  by  illness  after  the  member  has 
been  in  atteudance.

First  Pauliamkm. 

On  the  1st  of  July,  1867,  the  Provinces  of  Ontario, 
Quebec,  Nova  Scotia,  and  New  Brunswick  were,  under 
Rosral  Proclamation,  dated  May  22,  1867,  confederated 
under  the  title  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada.  Lord 
Monck,  the  then  Governor-General,  entrusted  Sir 
John  A.  Mac'ilouald  with  the  duty  of  formins  the  first 
Government  of  the  Dominion.  The  first  election  was 
held  in  Sept.,  J 867 — Confederation  being  the  issue- 
Sir  John  appealing  to  the  country  to  support  him  in 
building  up  the  Dominion.  At  this  election  the  Opposi- 
tion raised  no  particular  battle  cry.  To  a  certain 
extent  they  were  indifferent.  As  many  of  their 
friends  were  in  the  Government,  the  principal  leaders 
of  the  Opposition  were  willing  to  give  the  Ministry 
of  Sir  John  Macdonald  a  fair  trial,  although  the  anti- 
Confederate  party,  particularly  in  the  Maritime  Pro- 
vinces, was  strong,  and  exerted  itself  to  elect  oppo- 
nents to  the  Government  The  election,  however,  re. 
suited  as  follows  :  —

The  first  Parliament  of  the  Dominion  opened  Nov. 
6,  1867,  and  was  dissolved,  8  July,  1872.  Manitoba  en- 
tered the  Confederation  on  July  15,  1870,  and  British 
Columbia  on  July  20,  1871.  The  last  session  was 
almost  wholly  devoted  to  discussing  the  proposed 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  and  the  British  Columbia 
terms — one  of  the  provisoes  of  the  Pacific  province 
entering  the  Confederation  being  that  the  railway 
should  be  commenced  within  two  years  from  the  date 
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of  the  union.  Parliament  passed  measures  providing 
for  the  construction  of  the  road,  after  which  Sir  John 
Macdonald  dissolved  the  House,  and  called  upon  the 
l)eople  to  ratify  the  Canadian  Pacific  proposals,  and 
thus  enable  him  to  carry  out  the  terms  with  British 
Columbia.  The  Liberals,  however,  objected  to  the 
measures  proposed,  claiming  that  the  projected  line 
had  never  been  properly  surveyed,  and  that  the  cost 
of  the  line  would  overwhelm  the  country  in  a  debt 
from  which  it  would  be  impossible  to  extricate  it.

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The  second  Parliament  opened  Mar.  5,  1873,  and 
was  dissolved  on  Jan.  2,  1874.  Prince  Edward 
Island  entered  the  confederation  on  Sept.  17,  1873. 
This  Parliament  is  memorable  on  account  of  the 
charges  made  against  Sir  John  Macdonald  of  corrupt 
dealing  with  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  contract, 
and  the  subsequent  resignation  of  his  adminigtration, 
Nov.  5.  1873.  Hon.  Alex.  Mackenzie,  the  leader  of  the 
opposition,  being  sent  for  by  the  Governor  General, 
succeeded  in  forming  his  ministry  on  Nov.  7,  1873. 

The  new  Government  were,  it  is  presumed,  natu 
rally  disinclined  to  trust  to  a  House  which,  on  its 
assembling,  was  largely  composed  of  Conservatives, 
and  though  the  Pacific  Railway  matter  had  consider- 
ably broken  up  the  party  so  far  at  least  as  that  ques- 
tion was  concerned,  it  was  very  improbable  that  they 
would  give  allegiance  to  the  new  ministry  on  other 
questions.  ,    , 
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It  was,  therefore,  determined  to  have  a  new 
House,  and  on  Jan.  7,  1874,  the  writs  were  issued. 
The  Conservatives  were  thoroughly  disorganized, 
while  the  Liberals  went  to  the  country  with  the 
"  Pacific  Scandal "  as  their  battle  cry,  and  Mr.  Mac- 
kenzie was  returned  to  power  by  an  overwhelming 
majority,  as  the  following  figures  will  show  : —

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It  will  be  seen  that  all  the  provinces,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Manitoba  and  British  Columbia,  gave  the 
Liberals  majorities,  the  former  scoring  a  tie  and  the 
latter  going  solid  for  the  Conservatives. 

Early  in  the  third  Parliament  the  question  of  Free 
Trade  and  Protection  began  to  attract  attention  and 
became  each  year  more  prominent  in  the  discussion 
of  public  affairs.  A  periodjof  trade  depression  pre- 
vailed, and  whether  rightly  or  wrongly  a  great 
number  of  the  people  had  arrived  at  the  conclusion 
that,  though  the  financial  and  industrial  depression 
could  not  rightly  be  charged  to  the  Ministry,  yet  they 
were  much  to  blame  for  doing  nothing  for  its  allevia- 
tion. This,  it  was  claimed,  could  be  done  by  altering 
the  tariff  so  as  to  afford  an  adequate  protection  to 
many  important  but  suffering  industries.  Mr.  Mac- 
kenzie's policy,  however,  was  opposed  to  this,  and  as 
time  moved  on  the  contention  against  the  peltry  of 
the  Ministry  became  daily  more  and  more  bitter. 
Sir  John  Macdonald  took  advantage  of  this  growing 
discontent,  and  it  culminated  during  the  session  of 
1877  Into  the  great  dividing  question  between  the 
two  parties.    At  each  session,  the  Liberal  Finance 
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MiiiiHler,  Sir  Richard  Cartwright,  had  been  compelled 
lu  admit  a  decreasing  revenue,  and  as  yet  had  sub- 
mi  Ued  no  plan  of  relief.  In  1877,  Sir  John  Macdonald 
moved  that  the  deficiency  In  the  revenue  should  be 
met  \>y  a  diminution  of  expenditure,  aided  by  such  a 
reudjustment  of  the  tariff  as  would  benefit  and  foster 
the  agricultural,  mining  and  manufacturing  Interests 
of  the  Uorainion.  Thlp  was  defeated,  as  were  several 
others  of  a  lllce  nature  proposed  during  the  same 
session.  The  attack,  however,  was  renewed  the 
following  year,  when,  on  March  7th,  Sir  John  took 
the  first  step  in  the  official  announcement  of  the 
torn 86  settled  upon  by  the  Conservative  Opposition, 
when  he  moved  In  amendment  to  going  into  Com- 
mittee of  supply  :  — 

"  That  this  House  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  wel- 
fare of  Canada  requires  the  adoption  of  a  National 
rolicy,  which  by  a  judicious  readjustment  of  the 
tariff  will  benefit  and  foster  the  agricultural,  the 
mining,  the  manufacturing  and  other  interests  of  the 
Dominion  ;  that  such  a  policy  will  retain  in  Canada 
thousands  of  our  fellow-countrymen,  now  obliged  to 
expatriate  themselves  In  search  of  the  employment 
denied  them  at  home  ;  will  restore  prosperity  to  our 
struggling  industries,  now  so  sadly  depressed  ;  will 
prevent  Canada  from  being  made  a  sacrifice  market  ; 
will  encourage  and  develop  an  active  interprovincial 
trade,  and  moving  (as  it  ought  to  do)  in  the  direction 
of  a  reciprocity  of  tariff  with  our  neighbors,  so  far  as 
the  varied  interests  of  Canada  may  demand,  will 
greatly  tend  to  procure  for  this  country,  eventually, 
a  reciprocity  of  trade." 

This  motion  was  defeated,  as  were  a  series  of 
others  on  a  like  subject  introduced  during  the 
session.  But  Sir  John's  object  was  gained.  He  had 
introduced  his  National  Policy  to  the  people,  which 
was  destined  to  play  so  important  a  part  at  the  next 
election,  while  the  Government  were  compelled  to 
announce  more  positively  than  ever  their  firm  adher- 
ence to  their  Free  Trade  opinions. 


Fourth  Parliament. 

Parliament  was  dissolved  on  August  17th,  1878, 
and  the  elections  took  place  on  Sept.  10th.  The  rally- 
ing cry  of   the   Conservatives   was   the  "National 
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Policy,  Reciprocity  of  Trade  or  Reciprocity  of 
Tariff,"  while  the  Liberals  stuck  to  their  policy  of 
"  Tariff  for  Revenue."  The  result  was  an  over- 
whelming victory  for  Sir  John  Macdonald,  the  follow- 
ing being  the  figures  :  —

The  fourth  Parliament  opened  Feb.  13,  1879,  and 
was  dissolved,  May  18,  1882.  The  Conservatives 
sought  a  ratiflcaLiv>n  of  the  National  Policy,  wiiile 
the  Liberals  claimed  for  their  policy  "Tariff  Reform."

The  fifth  Parliament  opened  Feb.  8.  1883.  and  was 
(ligsolved,  Jan.  15,  1887.  At  the  general  election 
following,  Sir  John  A.  Macdonald  appealed  to  the 
country  in  Justification  of  the  conduct  of  his  Oovern- 
inent  in  the  execution  of  Riel,  the  leader  In  the 
North-Weat  Rebellion  of  1885,  and  for  a  renewal  of 
the  National  Policy,  while  the  Liberals  raised  the 
cry  of  tariff  reform,  and  sought  the  con''*»mnation 
of  the  Qovernment  for  mismanagement  of  North- 
west affairs.  The  elections  were  held  on  Feb.  22,

There  were  several  Nationalists  and  Independents 
returned  at  this  election,  but  all  of  them  had  their 
predilections,  and  on  a  straight  party  vote  the 
government  could  count  on  the  above  majority. 

Seventh  Pakliament. 

The  sixth  Parliament  opened  April  13,  1887,  and 
was  dissolved,  Feb.   3,   1891.     The   reasons  assigned 
by  the  Prime  Minister,  Sir  John  A.  Macdonald,  for 
dissolving    Parliament    were,    that    the    Dominion 
Government  had,  through  the  Imperial  Government, 
made  certain  proposals  to  the  United  States   look- 
ing to  an  extension  of  Canada's  Commerce,  and  that 
if  such  proposals  resulted  in  a  treaty  which  should 
be  ratified   by   Canada,    it  was   expedient   tnat   the 
Government  should  be  able  to  deal  with  a  Parlia- 
ment fresh  from  the  people  rather  than  with  a  mori- 
bund House.    The  Government  therefore  appealed  to 
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the  people  under  the  banner  of  the  National  Policy  ami 
Partial  Reciprocity,  while  the  Litjerala  unfurled  tho 
flag  of  Unrestricted  Reciprocity.  The  election  toi»k 
place  on  5  March,  1891,  with  the  following  result  us 
confirmed  by  divisions  on  two  motions  in  the  House

The  seventh  Parliament,  which  began  on  29  April. 
1891,  expired  by  effluxion  of  time  on  the  28th  April, 
1896.  During  this  term  the  Liberal  C.'onservative 
party  sustained  the  loss  of  its  three  ablest  public 
men  :  Sir  John  A.  Macdonald,  Sir  J.  Abbott, 
and  Sir  J.  Thompson,  successively  Prime  Ministers  of 
Canada,  and  in  the  dying  days  of  Parliament,  an- 
other change  occurred  in  the  Leadership  of  the  party, 
when  Sir  Mackenzie  Bowell,  who  had  succeeded  on 
the  death  of  Sir  John  Thompson,  gave  place  to  Sir 
Chas.  Tupper,  Bart.  The  chief  issues  in  this  elec- 
tion were  the  Manitoba  School  question  and  tlie 
Tariff.  Sir  Charles  Tupper  believed  that  the  good 
faith  of  confederated  Canada  was  pledged  to  restore 
to  the  Roman  Catholics  of  Manitoba  their  Separate 
Schools.  On  the  other  hand,  Mr.  Laurier,  while  not 
seriously  contesting  this  pledge,  urged  that  there 
should  be  further  Inquiry  into  the  facts,  and  he  asked 
the  electorate  to  accept  his  assurance,  that  if  tlie 
Liberals  were  returned  to  power,  the  Leader  of  the 
Manitoba  Government,  Mr.  Greenway,  would  be  ready 
enough  to  bring  Manitoba  into  a  conciliatory  attitude. 
On  the  Tariff  question,  the  Conservatives  adhered  to

A  copy  of 
this  order  to  stay  proceedings  was  served  on  the 
County  Judge,  but  he  disobeyed  the  order  and 
opened  his  count.  Dunn,  the  returning  officer,  declined 
to  give  the  ballots  to  the  County  Judge,  and  thus 
Baird  got  the  seat  for  which  King  claimed  to  have 
the  majority  of  votes.  In  his  newspapen,  the  Olobe, 
Mr.  Ellis  criticized  and  denounced  the  whole  pro- 
ceeding. He  was  held  for  contempt  of  court,  and  the 
matter  was  nearly  seven  years  in  litigation.  His 
Counsel  maintained  that  the  proper  proceedings 
against  him  should  be  for  libel.  Finally,  the  matter 
was  decided  against  him  by  the  Supreme  Court  of 
New  Brunswick,  there  being  no  appeal  to  the  Supe- 
rior Court  of  Canada,  and  he  was  committed  to  jail 
for  one  month,  fined  |200,  and  condemned  to  pay 
costs.

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Ihe  arrangement  with  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
Company,  by  which  their  monopoly  rights  under  the 
agreement  of  1881  were  extinguished,  in  consideration 
of  the  Government  guarantee  of  31^  per  cent,  inter- 
est for  fifty  years  on  $15,000,000  of  bonds,  issued  by 
the  Company,  the  proceeds  to  be  used  for  certain  spe- 
cified purposes  ;  the  resolutions  for  tlie  transfer  to 
the  Government  of  certain  of  the  liabilities  of  the 
Montreal  Harbor  Commissioners  for  deepening  the 
St.  Lawrence  channel,  and  of  certain  of  the  liabilities 
of  the  Quebec  Harbor  Commissioners  in  connection 
with  the  Graving  Dock  and  Harbor  at  Quebec  in  1888.

Bal.'ot,  Thk.— (iSee  election  of  Monibt  r^.)  ' 

Bills  (Pi.'hlic).  —A  Bill  is  the  (insft  or  sk'r^leton  of  a 
Statute.  Anv  Bill  which  tht  Senate  can  originate  may  be 
introduced  ai.d  laid  on  the  table  by  ati  in<''vidual  Senator, 
witlu.ut  I'le  previous  permission  of  tiie  I  use;  but  in  the 
Commoris  n<  "*i)l  can  be  brought  in,  unless  a  motion  for 
leave  be  pit^.aoasly  agreed  to.  l^ermission  liaving  be^c 
granted,  it  is  then  brought  in  and  read  tlie  first  »  .ae  without 
amendniont  or  debate,  and  a  day  isapptnnted  fo.  the  second 
reading,  previous  to  wnich  it  is  printed,  and  a  copy  furnish- 
ed to  eacli  member.  'J'he  Bill,  efter  the  second  reading,  is 
referred  tOrt  Committee  of  ibe  Whole  House,  "t  the  sittings 
of  which  its  details    are  considered  clai   e  b       v.i8e,  as  its 
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principles  were  at  each  of  its  several   readings.    Members 
are  at  liberty  to  discuss  its  principles  at  any  of  its  stages, 
but  MO  one  is  considered  to  have  declareil  decisively  in  favor 
of  its  principles  iinloss  hy  his  vote  he  supports   its  second 
reading.    In  Committee  the  Bill  is  debated  clause  by  clause  ; 
the  blanks  left  for  amount  of  penalties,  salaries  or  rents, 
etc.,  are  filled  up,  and  sometimes  the  Bill  is  entirely  remo- 
(lellol.     The  blanks,  as  they  are  called,  which  are  usually 
filled  up  in  italics,  are  agreed  to  wilhou*:  a  questirn  being 
put,  unless  a  member  should  propose  to  alter  them.     The 
next  proceeding  is,   that  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
ehoula  make  a  report  to  the  House  of  the  changes  that  the 
Kill  has  undergone,  which  he   does  by  presenting  it  to  the 
Speaker  in  its  altered  form.     The  Bill,  if  atiiended,  may  be 
then  considered  and  amended  on  report  of  the  Committee. 
It  is  then  read  the  third  rime,  when   any  further  amend- 
ments may  be  made  by  going  back  into  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  except  in  the  case  of  a  verbal  and    unimportant 
change.    The  last  question  but  one  is  that  the  **  Bill  do 
pass,"  after  this  nothing  remains  except  to  determine  its 
title,  which  used  to  be  a  general  one  for  all  the  Acts  passed 
in  the  session,  but  in  modern  times  distinct   titles  are  used 
for  each   Statute.     i)uring  the  progress  of    the  Bill,  the 
House  may  divide  on  the  following  questions  :  1st,  on  the 
second    reading;  2nd,  that  it    be  committed  ;  3rd,  on  the 
consideration  of  report  of  Committee,  in  case  of  amendment; 
4th,  or  that  the  Bill  be  re-cbmmitted  ;  6th,  that  it  be  read 
the  third  time  ;  6th,   that  it  do  pass  (but  a  division  at  this 
stage  is  now  practically  obsolete)  ;  Vth,  the  title  of  the  Bill. 
These  are  quite  exclusive  of  any  division  in  the  Committee, 
or  any  amendments,  or  of  any  clause  added  to  or  expunged 
from  the  measure,  in  or  out  of  the  Committee.  Immediately 
after  the  passing  of  a  Bill,  it   is  taken  to  the  Bar  of  the 
Senate,  desiring  their  concurrence,  where  it  passes  through 
the  same  form  as  in  the  Commons.    If  the  Bill  be  rejected, 
no  further  proceedings  ensue.     When  the  Senate  agrees 
with  the  Commons  in   the  principle  of  the  measure,   but 
differs   on  matters  of  detail,  the  Bill   i°  returned  to  the 
Commons  bearing  the  amendments  the  Senators  propose ; 
these  are  considered  by  the  Commons,  and  if  disagreed  to, 
the  Bill  is  returned  back   to  the  Senate   with  a  message 
assigning  reasons  for  the  disagreement.     If  the  Senate  ad- 
here to  their  amendments,  it  is  for  the  Commons  to  recede, 
or  elt^e  the  Bill  is  lost.     Or  a  Conference  (now    very  rarely 
held)  may  take  place.between   the  Houses.    The  same  pro- 
ceedings  are    adopted,  mutatis  mutandis^  when   the  Bill 
originates  in  the  Senate.     The  Bill,  having  thus  passed  both 
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Houses,  remainH  witli  the  Senate,  except  in  the  caae  of  a 
Bill  of  Siipply,  wliich  in  sent  hack  to  th^  Conunons,  to  be 
by  them  pn  sentcti  al  the  Ha«*  of  tlie  Senate  to  the  Repre- 
seutativc  of  the  Sovereign.  The  asHontof  the  Crown  is  the 
final  procet'iling  which  con  verts  a  Bill  into  an  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment. 

BiM.s  (MoNEV).  -  All  hills  relating  to  public  income 
and  expenditure,  arul  all  Tax  or  Revenue  Bills  usually 
called  Money  Bills,  nuint  originate  in  the  Coinni)n8  and  be 
introduced  by  the  Government. 

Bii.r.s  (1*[;ivatk)  are  chiefly  introduced  to  enable  in- 
dividuals or  boiiies  cor])0rate  to  undertake  'vorks  of  public 
utility  at  theii  own  riyk  and  chiefly  for  the!"  own  emolu- 
ment and  benefit;  but  there  are  other  Private  Bills  which 
frequently  come  before  Parliament,  such  as  Bills  for  adjust- 
ing claims  to  property  between  individual  claimants,  and 
Bills  relating  to  divorce,  naturalization,  etc.,  etc.  The 
expen.'^esof  legislation  in  such  matters  must  be  paid  by  t!ie 
parties  seeking  the  relief;  and  a  deposit  of  $200  must  be 
made  immediately  after  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill.  After 
the  second  reading,  if  all  the  rules  of  the  House  have  been 
complied  with,  Private  Bills  go  to  a  Select  Standing  Com- 
mittee, and  it  is  before  this  Committee  that  proper  attentioii 
must  be  given  by  the  parties  interested.  Individuals  or 
companies  may  appear  by  Parliamentary  Agents. 

Budgi;t,Tkk. — Is  the  financial  statement  laid  annually 
by  the  Finance  Minister  before  Parliament,  of  theestinialeii 
public  inc-oiiie  and  expenditure  of  the  following  year,  com- 
mencing 1st  July.  In  it  he  mentions  what  taxes  it  is  pro- 
posed to  repeal,  reduce  or  augment,  and  wliat  new  ones 
are  to  be  imposed.  In  his  speech  on  this  occasion,  the 
Minister  rev  ews  the  financial  condition  of  the  country,  com- 
paring the  income  and  expenditure  of  the  previous  year 
with  those  of  preceding  years,  justifying  the  clianges  tliut 
are  proposed  to  be  male  and  estimating  their  probable 
effects.  This  statement  is  generally  made  in  the  Canada 
House  on  the  motion  to  go  into  Committee  of  Ways  and 
Means,  with  the  Speaker  in  the  Chair.  , 

ChAIUMAX  of  CoMMlTTEKS    Or  TUK  Hoi'Sh;  OF  Co-MMONS 

is  elected  by  the  House  at  the  commencement  of  every 
Parliament,  by  virtue  of  a  standing  order  adopted  in  1885. 
He  presides  when  the  House  is  in  Committee,  including 
the  Committees  of  Supply  and  Ways  and  Means,  and  sits  at 
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tl»e  table  in  the  seat  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House.  His  vote 
if*  never  f»iven  in  coinmitlee,  except  when,  on  a  division,  the 
nienibcra  are  equal.  If  the  Speaker  leave  the  chair,  he 
liny  »!all  upon  him  to  preside  as  Deputy  Speaker,  and  in 
case  of  unavoidable  absence  of  the  Speaker,  the  Deputy  may 
act  an  such.— (<SVe  Rev.  Stat,  of  Can.,  c.  14.) 

Cl-KKK  OF  TUB   QiEKN's  PkIVY    CoUNCIL  FOR  CaNADA  is 

appointed  by  the  Crown  under  the  Great  Seal,  and  is  the 
coiitidential  Secretary  of  the  Government  of  Cana«la.  He 
i3  tlie  custodian  of  all  State  papers. 

Clerk  of  the  Hoisk  of  Commons  is  appointed  by  the 
Crown  by  comnnission  under  the  (^reat  Seal.  It  is  his  duty 
to  make  minutes,  not  of  the  arguments  used  in  the  House, 
but  the  decisions  at  which  it  arrivcH — in  other  wordn,  to 
make  a  true  and  faithful  record  of  all  the  proceedings  in 
wlii(  h  it  may  be  engaged;  to  see  that  they  are  correctlv 
printed  and  distributed  to  the  meml>ers;  to  read  aloud  all 
s\ic,li  documents  as  the  House  may  order  to  l)e  read  ;  to 
perform  the  duty  (without  taking  the  chair)  of  president  or 
moderator  during  the  choice  of  u  Speaker,  putting  a  ques- 
tion iuid  directing  a  division  in  the  same  nianner  that  a 
Speaker  would  do.  He  sits  at  the  up|)er  end  of  the  table, 
witli  one  or  two  assistants. 

Clkrk  of  the  Crown  in  Chanckry  i'^  appointed  by  the 
Crown.  He  issues  writs  for  elections,  makes  certiticatea  to 
the  House  of  Commons,  in  due  form,  of  the  return  of  mem- 
berp,  and  performs  other  functions  relating  to  elections. 
He  attends  the  House  with  election  returns,  and  amends 
the  sanie  when  so  ordered.  The  various  proclamations 
summoning,  proroguing  and  dissolving  Parliament  are  issued 
by  command  out  of  Chancery.  At  the  close  of  a  session, 
when  the  Governor  General  attends  the  Se.iate  to  give  the 
Royal  anient  to  bills,  it  is  the  duty  of  this  officer  to  read  the 
titles  of  the  bills  in  the  English  and  French  languages. 

Commitment. — Parliament  has  an  inherent  power  to 
punish  all  contempt  of  their  authority  or  disobedience  of 
ilieir  mandates.  Each  House  is  armed  with  power  to  re- 
press any  aggression  committed  upon  its  rights,  or  any  in- 
terference with  its  privileges;  but  ir  the  cane  of  the  Com- 
nion«,  the  operation  of  this  power  is  limited  to  the  session 
of  Parliament,  committals  by  that  House  being  invalidated 
by  a  prorogation.  Either  House  can  delegate  to  a  com- 
niittee  the  power  of  sending  for  papers  and  recorda;  t:.:!;  in 
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caee  a   witness  refiiBef!  to  appear,  the  committee  muHt  seek 
power  from  the  House  to  enforce  his  attendance. 

Committees. — Are,  first,  those  of  the  Whole  House, 
which  may  be  to  consider  certain  resolutions,  as  to  the 
nature  of  which  considerable  latitude  prevails;  or  the 
House  itself  resolves  into  such  Committee  to  consider  tlio 
details  of  a  Bill,  the  principle  of  which  may  be  discussed  at 
any  or  all  of  its  other  stages  :  or  there  may  be  CommittecH 
for  financial  purposes,  as  tnose  of  "  Supply,"  or  •*  Way^ 
and  Means"  (which  see).  Secondly,  Select  CommittecH 
chosen,  bv  ballot  or  otherwise,  for  some  specific  purpose. 
The  numoer  composing  such  bodies  seldom  exceeds  fifteen 
members,  except  \>y  permission  of  the  House,  or  in  case  of 
the  large  Standing  Committee  (like  the  Banking  and  Com- 
merce and  Railways,  Canals  and  Telegraph  Lines),  ap 
e Dinted  at  the  commencement  of  each  session.  Third!)', 
ommittees  on  Private  Bills  (which  see).  When  the  whole 
house  is  in  Committee  the  Speaker  vacates  the  chair,  the 
Mace  is  placed  under  the  table,  and  some  member  is  called 
to  preside  (generally  the  Chairman  of  Committees),  who 
sits  in  the  seat  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House. 

Commons,  House  of.-  -According  to  the  theory  of  the 
English  constitution,  the  H  "le  of  Commons  represents  the 
whole  population.  Although  the  members  returned  by  the 
country  voters  are  presumed  to  represent  the  interest  con- 
cerned in  agriculture,  and  the  members  returned  by  towns 
have  their  attention  most  directed  towards  the  interests  of 
trade,yet  it  is  unconstitutional  to  suppose  that  members 
are  delegates  of  any  special  community.  Each  member  is 
held  to  represent  the  interests  of  the  nation.  The  proceed- 
ings of  the  Commons  are  regulated  by  Standing  Orders. 
The  Speaker  takes  the  chair  at  3  p,  m.  daily.  If  there  be  a 
quorum  the  business  is  proceeded  with ;  if  not,  the  House 
is  adjourned  to  the  next  day  at  3  p.  m.  Early  meetings 
take  place  before  the  termination  of  the  Session,  in  order 
to  expedite  business  and  bring  matters  to  a  close;  the 
House  does  not  usually  meet  on  Saturday,  nor  does  it 
assemble  on  any  holiday.  No  one  can  be  admitted  to  hear 
the  debates  witiiout  an  order  from  the  Sergeant-at-Arnis, 
which  is  generally  obtained  through  a  member.  Twenty 
members,  including  the  Speaker,  constitute  a  quorum. 

Conference,  A,  is  a  species  of  negotiation  between  the 
two  houses  of  Parliament,  conducted  by  managers  appointed 
on  both  sides,  for  the  purpose  of  producing  concurrence  in

MiiinugerH  individually,  iind  i  'ireptraii.ed  by  any  prtci-^e 
t'orni  ol'ujrreement,  to  urjj;e  t'uch  reasons  up,  in  their  judg- 
nu'i.t,  may  be^t  tend  to  inlhience  tl  e  lIou>e  to  wliii^li  they 
aro  addressed.  A  free  conference  is  usually  demanded 
unor  two  C(  nterencts  have  been  holdi-n  nithout  eftect. 
Aft«.roMe  tree  conierence,  none  other  but  free  <jonterence8 
can  lie  held  toucliiug  the  same  Huljecf.  Under  nic«lern 
practice,  liowever,  ("onferenceHaro  now  obviateil  by  sending 
reasvjns  to  either  House  in  case  uf  a  dipagreenjent  on  n 
Bill. 

CoNTRovERTJiD  ELKCTioNS'.—The  trial  of  election  pet! 
tions  is  now  io^'ulated  by  llev.  Stat,  of  Can..  Cap.  9,  which 
irunnfers  the  -  nlire  juri'^diction  to  the  Courts  of  Law.  A 
petition,  complaining  of  luidue  election,  must  be  presented 
within  30  days  after  the  day  of  puldication  in  the  Canada 
G":dtc  of  the  receipt  of  the  return  to  the  writ  of  election 
by  tlie  Clerk  of  the  Ciown  in  Chancery,  unless  it  questions 
the  return  or  election  upon  an  allegation  of  corrupt  prac- 
tice-, etc.,  in  which  ca^e  it  may  be  presente'^  at  anv  time 
within  30  day^  after  the  dny  of  payment.  the  time  of 

prpsentation  of  a  petition,  a  deposit  of$l(;ui)  in  goid  or 
Dominion  notes  is  to  be  made  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court, 
bv  those  presenting  it,  as  security  for  payment  of  all  cowtrf, 
charges  and  expenses,  that  may  I'ecome  payable  liy  the 
peiilioue:- 

CoiNT  Out. — If  a  member  takes  notice  of  the  number 
presotii,  the  Speaker  counts  the  Houte,  and  if  15  Senators 
"1  the  case  of  the  Senate,  and  20  memljerc  in  the  case  of 
the  House  of  Commonfs,  be  not  present,  the  Speaker  ad- 
iotrn..'  the  House  without  quef^tion  put,  until  next  silting 

Di:ruTY  Speaker.— (See  Chairman  of  Committees.) 

Disfranchise.— Is  the  act  of  taking  away  the  privilege 
0' the  franchise.  =        /         H         b 
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Dissolution. — Is  ilic  civil  death  of  the  Parliaincrit, 
and  may  be  affected  at  pleasure  by  tlie  Crown  or  by  leriL'th 
of  time  (five  years).  It  puts  an  end  to  the  rej)resentaiive 
cliaracter  of  the  lufnibers,  and  a  Parliament  cannot  Iv 
assembled  until  after  a  general  election  by  a  proclanjatioii 
from  the  Governor-General,  under  the  advi'ieof  the  Privy 
Council,  calling  it  together  for  ''  the  dispatch  of  business," 
at  a  certain  date. 

Divisiox,  A. — [s  the  mode  of  talcing  the  volc-^  of  each 
House  ot  Parliament.  The  prooc^edings  in  taking  the  «eii.-c 
of  the  House  on  a  question  are  similar  in  tne  Senate  anl 
Commons.  Members  for  and  againi^t  a  question  are  distin- 
guished in  the  Senate  as  "■  Contents  "  and  "  Non-contents  ''; 
in  tlie  Commons  as  "  Yeas  "  and  "  Nays." 

Div(m?ck:  Bills.— The  B.  N.  A.  Act  ISO?  places 
Marriage  and  Divorce  within  the  exchisive  legislative 
jurisdiction  of  the  Canadian  Parliament.  Certain  provinces 
m  which  Divorce  Courts  existed  prior  to  Confederation, 
however,  contmue  their  functions.  These  are  Nova  Scotia, 
New  Brunswick,  Prince  Edward  Island  and  Briti>li 
Columbia,  while  the  portions  of  the  Dominion  in  which  no 
such  court  exists  are  Ontario,  Quebec,  Manitoba  and  the 
North- West  Territories.  Bills  of  Divorce  are  legislative 
Acts,  and  originate,  although  not  necessarily,  in  the 
Senate.  Pi'ocedureis  regulated  by  special  liules,  touching 
Bills  of  tiiifl  character.  Proof  of  adultery  n)ust  be  estab- 
lished to  the  satisfaction  of  a  Select  Committee  on  Divorce. 
numbering  nine  Senators,  appointed  at  the  beginning  of 
each  Session,  t  td  the  respondent  may  then  be  permitted  to 
prove  collusion,  connivance,  condonation  or  adultery  on 
the  part  of  the  petitioner.  Proceedings  are  conducted  a-* 
in  a  Court  of  Law — the  i)etitioner  and  respondent  hemg 
represented  by  Counsel.  Having  passed  the  Senate,  the 
Divorce  Bill  is  sent  to  the  Commons  where  it  is  dealt  witli 
as  an  ordinary  private  bill.  Sf*e  Geinmill  on  the  J^nirlice  of 
Pavliamentary  Dicorce  in  Canada. 

Double  Rkturns — Wlieu  two  members  are  reliunei 
for  one  place,  they  may  be  sworn,  but  neither  should  sit  or 
vote  until  tlie  matter  has  been  finally  determined.  As 
under  the  Rev.  Stat,  of  Can.,  cap.  8,  sec.  Gl,  tho  letnnii-  '^ 
otiicer,  in  case  of  an  equality  of  votes,  shal!  give  a  castiiij, 
vote,  double  returns  will  be  of  infrequent  occurrence. 

Double  Elections. — A  member  returned  by  nvo  cr.n- 
stituencies  must,  within  seven  days  after  the  expiration  of 
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tlie  time  limited  for  llie   preseiitatioti  of  petitions  against 
return?,  elect  for  which  he  will  serve. 

Dropped  Orders  of  the  Day.— Are  the  qtiestions  put 
hy  mcnibers,  notices  of  motionf  and  orders  standing  upon 
the  Older  Paper,  not  taken  np  when  called,  or  not  reached 
owing  to  an  adjournment  of  tlie  House.  They  are  set  down 
on  ths  paper  for  the  next  fitting  day. 

Elections  of  Members  of  Parliament. — Writs  for 
the  elec'ion  of  members  on  the  occasion  of  a  new  Parlia- 
ment are  issued  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  in  Chancery, 
upon  direction  of  the  Governor  General,  and  during  a 
Parliament,  upon  the  Speaker's  Warrant.  The  election  is 
by  Ballot,  and  the  procedure  is  set  out  in  Rev.  Stat,  of 
Can.,  Chapter  8. 

Election  Petitions. — (See   Controverted    Elections.) 

Expulsion  of  Members  is  a  power  possessed  by  the 
House  of  Commons.  It  has  been  exercised  from  time  io 
time  to  free  Parliament  from  the  presence  of  discreditable 
members,  such  as  men  found  guilty  of  forgery,  perjury^ 
etc.,  or  as  a  punishment  for  offences  committed  against  the 
House  itself. 

FiNAN'CE,  Department  op,  and  the  Treasury  Board, 
is  presided  over  by  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  Receiver- 
General.  He  has  the  supervision,  control  and  direction  of 
all  matters  relating  to  the  financial  affairs,  public  accounts, 
revenue  and  expenditure  not  assigned  to  any  other  depart- 
ment.   See  Treasury  Board,  infra. 

Fisheries,  Department  oF."(See  Marine  and  Fisheries.) 

Franchise. — The  term  means  the  right  to  vote  at  an 
election  for  a  member  of  Parliament.  Ep'v.  Stat,  of  Can., 
Cap.  5,  regulates  the  exercise  of  the  Franchise. 

(geological  Survey,  Department  or  the,    is  presided 
over  by  the  Minister  of   the  Interior.    The  duties,  objec. 
and  purposes  of  the  Department  are  : 

(a)  To  make  a  full  and  scientific  examination  and  survey 
of  the  geological  structure,  mineralogy,  nunes  and 
mining  resources  of  Canada  and  of  its  fauna  and 
flora ; 

(h)  to  maintain  a  museum  of  geological  and  natural 
history,  and  to  collect,  classify   and  arrange  eucb  . 
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Bpeciuieus   fur  exhibition    therein,   and  to  carry  on 
chemical  and  palseontological  inveetigations  ; 

(c)  To   prepare   and   publish  maps,  diagrams,  etc.,  to 
illustrate  and  elucidate  the  reports  of  surveys ; 

((2)  To  collect  mineral  statistics. 

Government  Orders  are  the  bills  brought  in  by  tlie 
Government,  and  which  they  are  entitled  to  place  at  (lie 
head  of  the  list  of  orders  of  the  day.  It  is  generally  the 
practice  to  call  Government  orders  according  to  the  con- 
venience of  the  Ministers. 

High  Commissioner  for  Canada  in  the  United 
Kingdom  acts  as  representative  and  resident  agent  of 
Canada  in  Britain,  executes  such  powers  and  performs  such 
duties  as  are  from  time  to  time  conferred  upon  and  assigned 
to  him  by  the  Governor  in  Council ;  takes  charge  of  tlie 
immigration  office  and  agencies  in  Britain  under  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  and  carries  out  such  instructions 
as  he  receives  from  the  Governor-in-Council  respecting  the 
commercial,  financial,  and  general  interests  of  Canada  in 
Britain  and  elsewhere.    (Salary  $10,000.) 

Independence  op  Parliament.— Under  Rev.  Stat,  of 
Can.,  Cap.  11,  Sec  9,  the  holder  of  an  office  of  emolument 
under  the  Government  of  Can.,  the  Sheriff,  Registrar  of 
Deeds,  Clerk  of  the  Peace  and  County  Crown  Attorney  is  in- 
eligible to  sit  or  vote  in  the  House  of  Commons,  and  by  Sec. 
10,  a  contractor  with  the  Government  of  Can.  is  also 
declared  ineligible  to  sit  or  vote  therein.  By  Sees.  12  and  13, 
any  member  interested  in  any  contract,  sale  of  goods,  tor 
which  the  public  money  is  paid;  thereby  vacates  his  seat, 
and  is  liable  to  forfeit  $200  for  each  day  he  sits  or  votes  there- 
after. Exception  is  made  in  favor  of  shareholders  in  certain 
incorporated  companies,  persons  upon  whom  contracts 
devolve,  lenders  of  money  to  the  Government,  and  Militia 
officers  and  men.  By  Sec.  18,  Senators  are  subject  to  the 
disability  and  penalty  provided  by  Sees.  12  and  13. 

Inland  Revenue,  Department  of — Has  the  control 
and  management  of  the  collection  of  excise  duties  ;  col- 
lection of  stamp  duties  ;  internal  taxes  ;  standard  weights 
and  measures;  administration  of  laws  relating  to  timber 
culling  and  measurement  of  timber,  masts,  spars,  deal?,  and 
staves  ;  and  the  collection  of  slidage  and  Doomage^  dues ; 
collection  of  bridge  and  ferry  tolls,  and  rents,  and  tolls  on 
public  canals,  and  of  the  officers  and  persons  employed  iu 
that  service. 
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Instruction,  An.— Ennpowers  a  Committee  of  the 
whole  House  to  consider  matters  not  otherwise  referred  to 
them,  and  restricts  or  extends  the  order  of  reference  to  a 
Select  Committee. 

Interior,  Minister  of  the. — Has  the  control  and 
management  of  the  attairs  of  the  North- Weit  Territories, 
and  of  all  Crown  Lands,  the  property  of  Canada,  including 
Ordnance  and  Admiralty  lands,  and  all  other  lands  not 
sjiecially  under  the  control  of  other  departments,  except- 
ing the'land  connected  with  Marine  Hospitals  and  Light 
Houses,  and  St-  Paul's,  Sable  and  Portage  Islands.  He  has 
also  the  control  and  manr.jjement  of  the  Dept.  of  the  Geolo- 
gical Survey.  He  is  also  the  Superintendent  General  of 
Indian  Affairs,  having  the  control  and  management  of  the 
lands  and  property  of  the  Indians  in  Canada. 

Justice,  Minister  op. — Is  ex  officio  H.  M.  Attorney 
General  in  Canada,  and  presides  over  the  Department  of 
Justice.    He  is  the  official  legal  adviser  of  the  Governor- 
General,  and  the  legal  member  of  H.  M.  Privy  Council  for 
Canada  ;  he  sees  that  the  administration  of  public  affairs  is 
in  accordance  with  law;    has  the  superintendence  of  all 
m  tters  connected  with  the  administration   of  justice  in 
Ca  ada,  not  within  the  jurifidiction  of  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernments ;  advises  upon  the  Acts  and  proceedings  of  the  pro- 
vincial legislatures,  and  generally  advises  the  Crown  in  all 
legal  matters.       As  Atty.  Gen.  he  is  intrusted  with  the 
jX)wer8  and  charged  with  the  duties  which  belong  to  the 
office  of  Atty.  Gen,  of  England,  by  law  or  usage,  so  far  as 
the  same  are  applicable  to  Canada,  and  also  with  the  powers 
and  duties  which    by  the  laws  of  the  several  provinces 
Wlonged  to  the  officeof  the  Atty,  Gen.  of  each  province  up 
to  the  time  when  the  B.  N.  A.  Act  of  1867  came  into  effect 
and  which  laws,  under  the  provisions  of  that  Act,  are  to  be 
administered  and  carried  into  effect  by  the  Government  of 
Canada.    He  advises  the  Heads  of  the  several  Departments 
wpon  matters  of  law  connected  with  such  Departments  ;  is 
charged  with  the  settlement  and  approval  of  all  instruments 
issued  up.der  the  Great  Seal  of  Canada  ;  has  the  superin- 
tendence of  penitentiaries  and  prison  system,  and  the  con- 
duct or  all  litigation  for  or  against  the  Crown  or  any  public 
department,  in  respect  of  any  subjects  within  the  authority 
or  jurif-diction  of  Canada.  , 

Marine  and  Fisheries,  Dbpartmints  of. — These  De- 
partments are  presided  over  by  the  Minister  of  Marine  and 
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Fifiheriea.  The  Department  of  Marine  has  the  control, 
regulation,  management,  supervision  an  J  administration  of 
any  laws  relating  to  pilots,  heaconn,  light  houses,  liarhorp, 
piers,  vessels  helonging  to  the  Govt.  «^f  Can.  (except  L'lin- 
DOiits),  harbor  commissioners  and  masters,  classification 
of  vessels,  a^^.d  examination  and  granting  certificates  to 
officers  in  tlie  nierchants'  service,  shipping  masters  and 
officers,  inspection  of  steamboats,  inquiries  into  causes  of 
shipwrecks,  and  the  superintendence  of  marine  and  sea- 
men's hospitals,  and  care  of  distressed  seamen.  Tiie 
Department  of  Fisheries  administers  all  laws  relating  to  the 
subject  of  sea,  coast  and  iiiland  fisheries  and  the  manago- 
ment  and  protection  thereof. 

Members  of  Parliament  are  undir  a  constitutional 
obligation  to  attend  the  service  of  the  House,  and  the  House 
is  empowered  to  punish  neglect  of  this  duty  by  couunittal 
to  custody.  The  service  on  ivjmmittees  may  be  enforce^! 
in  like  manner. 

Members,  Introduction  of. —Members  elected  during 
the  existence  of  Parliament,  after  taking  the  oath  of  alle- 
giance and  subscribing  the  roll,  appear  at  the  bar  of  the 
House  and  claim  their  seat,  the  custom  being  an  introduction 
by  two  other  members,  who  announce  that  these  require- 
ments have  been  fulfilled.  A  member  who  has  been 
unseated  and  re-elected  must  again  sign  the  roll  and  take 
the  oath-  Since  1879  all  new  members,  includingMioisterf', 
after  re-election,  have  been  introduced. 

Ministry,  The. —Is  the  administration,  under  the  name 
of  the  Queen's  Privy  Council  for  Canada,  which  exercises 
the  powers  of  the  Crown,  in  accord  with  Parliament,  and 
more  espec  ally  with  the  House  of  Commons.  Some  eminent 
party  leader,  who  either  has  or  lopes  to  obtain  the  confidence 
of  the  majority  of  the  House  of  Commons,  is  authorized  by 
the  Governor  General  to  forma  Ministry,  the  members  of 
which  he  selects  from  tho*e  favorable  to  his  policy,  he 
himself  being  the  Prime  Minister.  The  Ministry  exerci'^es 
supreme  authority,  and  includes  the  executive,  the  legisla- 
tive and  the  judicial  powers  of  the  Crown,  and  in  it,  tor  the 
time  l*eing,  the  whole  of  the  governing  power  of  the  Sover- 
eign's representative  is  vested-  See  Queen's  Privy  Council 
for  Canada.  .  .  :  ' 

Motion,  A. — Is  the  oflPer  of  a  substantive  proposition  for 
adoption  by  the  House,  such  as  a  motion  for  leave  to  bring 
in  a  bill;  or  cj  a  resolution  expressive  of  an  abstract  oiduioii. 
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Named; — For  a  nicmber  to  be  named  by  the  Speaker  iv«4 
a  sij£iiification  that,  in  his  opinion,  lie  has  incurred  the 
(lispKii.^ure  of  the  House,  whicii  nmnt  then  proceed  to  deal 
v<irli  iiini  in  a  formal  way. 

Votes  and  Procf.edixgs  are  the  entries  printed  and 
piililislic'd  daily  of  the  transactions  of  the  House  made 
at ''  :'  table  by   the  Clerk,  from   which  the  journals  are

Notices  of  Motion*. — The  notice  of  an  intended  motion 
iiiiii't  as  a  rule  apf)ear  on  the  Business  Paper  of  the  House 
on  the  day  when  it  is  to  be  moved. 

Oaths  of  Members. — New  members  may  take -and 
aiihscrihe  the  oath  at  any  time  dtiring  the  sitting  of  the 
House  before  the  orders  of  the  day  and  notices  of  motion 
have  been  entered  upon,  or  after  they  have  been  disposed 
of,  but  no  debate  nor  business  may  be  interrupted  for  tliat 
purpose.  After  the  first  day  of  a  new  Parliament  (when 
the  iiienibers  are  sworn  in  by  Commissioners  per  dtdimus 
protestatem  at  the  Clerk's  table),  members  are  sworn  in, 
aiid  sign  the  roll  in  the  Clerk's  otHce,  for  convenience  sake. 

Order. — By  this  word  is  meant  obeJience  to  certain 
rules  and  regulations  intended  to  facilitate  the  despatch 
ot  business,  and  preserve  that  decorum  necessary  in  all 
deliberative  assemblies.  The  rules  by  which  the  business 
of  Parliament  is  conducted  are  of  two  kinds  :  one  kind  the 
House  possesses  in  common  with  all  deliberative  aseem- 
lilies— another  is  peculiar  to  its  own  existence  and  powers. 
For  the  proper  application  of  all  these  rules,  the  Speaker 
or  Cbairman's  decision  is  had,  and  to  this  decision  due 
'iefcrence  is  at  all  times  paid.  The  Speaker,  while  in  the 
Chair,  takes  no  pari  in  the  debate,  it  being  his  duty  to 
regulate  the  manner  in  which  business  shall  be  transacted  ; 
to  eoiiline  those  ntembers  who  address  the  House  to  the 
i^ubjoet  under  consideration  ;  to  give  his  opinion  in  all 
|liinj,'8  which  relate  to  order  ;  to  put  the  matter  in  dispute 
into  the  form  of  a  question,  upon  which  the  votes  of  the 
iiiouibors  are  taken,  and  to  declare  the  majority  as  soon  as 
't  i^^  Communicated  to  him  by  the  Clerk.  It  is  also  his 
duty  to  state  when  the  business  of  the  House  is  cloned,  and 
^"  f'ee  that  its  transactions  are  correctly  and  properly 
rei'unied.  After  routine  he  calls  upon  the  rneniber  whose 
motion  stands  first  on  the  paper  of  notices,  or  who  is  other- 
wise entitled  to  precedence.  A  motion  must  be  seconded 
^r  it  falls  to  the  ground ;   being  seconded,  the  motion  is 
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handed  in  writing  to  the  Speaker,  who  hae  to  read  it  before 
debate  can  be  had  upon  it;  having  been  xead,  objections 
may  be  urged.  Th^re  are  several  ways  by  which  a  motion 
may  be  opposed  ;  it,  may  be  met  by  a  direct  negative,  or  by 
an  amenoment,  or  by  a  moiion  to  postpone,  or  by  proceed- 
ing to  the  next  order  of  the  day,  or  by  moving  the  previous 
question,  or  by  the  simple  motion  of  adjournment.  A  motion 
once  read  cannot  be  withdrawn  without  the  permission  of 
the  House.  Unless  a  speech  is  made  objectinf'  to  a  motion, 
neither  mover  nor  seconder  can  sj)eak  a  second  time,  except 
in  explanation.  If,  however,  a  debate  does  arise,  in  which 
opposition  is  offered  to  the  mover  of  a  motion,  he  has  the 
ri^t  to  reply ;  but  this  privilege  does  not  belong  to  the 
mover  of  an  amendment.  All  are  permitted  to  explain. 
The  debate  being  ended,  the  Speaker  or  Chairman  puts  the 
question,    and  calls  upon  those  in  favor  to  say  "  Yea,'

then  declares  that  in    his  "opinion   the  "  Yeas  "'  or  the 
"Na}^8"(as  the  case  maybe)  have  it.     [f  his  decision  is 

auestioned,  the  House  divides,  the  "  Yeas  "  rising  and 
leir  names  being  taken  down,  the  "  Naya  "  following; 
the  numbers  are  counted  from  the  record  and  declared. 
The  simply  calling  for  a  division,  when  the  Speaker  has 
declared  that  "the  Yeas  have  it,"  would  not,  however, 
require  the  record  of  his  vote  adversely  as  "  Nay,"  the 
Canadian  rule  diflfering  herein  from  the  English.  When 
an  amendment  has  been  moved,  the  vote  is  taken  on  the 
amendment,  and  then  on  the  original  question.  Should 
the  amendment  be  adopted .  it  then  oecomes  the  substantive 
motion,  and  may  be  amended  in  the  same  way  that  the 
original  motion  was  amended.  Thus  a  number  of  succes- 
sive amendments  to  the  original  motion  may  be  disposed 
of.  Any  member  is  at  liberty  to  interrupt  another  by 
"  rising  to  order,"  which  means  that  he  rises  in  his  ])lace 
and  calls  the  iattention  of  the  Chair  and  the  House  to  a 
breach  of  order  then  being  committed.  In  debate  it  is  con- 
trary to  order  to  mention  any  member  by  nanje  ;  the  sanie 
rule  prevails  in  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  except  as 
regards  the  Chairman,  who  is  sometimes  called  by  his  name, 
and  not  Mr.  Chairman.

Orders  op  the  Day. — Are  the  bills  set  down  for  con- 
sideration on  a  particular  day. 

Parliament,  the  name  of  the  Supreme  Legislature  of 
Great  Britain,  was  first  used  in  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  It 
was  first  applied  in  Canada  by  the  B.  N.  A.  Act. 
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Parliamentary  Agents.— -In  England  all  the  business 
for  private  corporations  and  individuals  is  transacted  by 
Parlitiincntnry  Agents,  who  conduce  to  the  interest  of  their 
clients,  as  well  as  to  the  convenience  of  Committees  and 
Met" liters  through  their  familiarity  with  Parliamentary 
jHiU'tico,  Their  employment  is  sanctioned  in  Canada, 
I'vcrv  agent  being  (Rule  72)  personally  responsible  to  the 
House  and  to  the  Speaker  for  the  observance  of  the  rules, 
onKrs  and  practice  of  Parliament,  and  for  the  payments  of 
all  tVos  and  charges  ;  and  all  agents  must  have  received  the 
exiiit'.^s  sanction  and  authority  of  the  Speaker.  As  a  rule 
they  are  professional  gentlemen. 

Petitions. — The  following  rules  respecting  Petitions 
should  be  carefully  observed,  as  deviation  therefrom  will 
involve  rejection  : — 

(1)  Petitions  involving  public  expenditure,  such  as 
jrriiiits  of  money  or  lands,  claims  for  arrears  of  pay  or  for 
icnmneration  for  public  service  rendered,  or  other  demands 
imposing  a  burthen  upon  the  people,  cannot  be  received  by 
the  House,  which  has  not  the  power  of  initiating  such 
in)  position. 

Petitions  of  this  nature  should  be  addressed  to  "  His 
Kxcellency  the  Governor  General  in  Council."  The  cor- 
rect form  is  to  forward  them  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  who 
will  (lien,  "  by  command,"  refer  them  to  the  Ministers  of 
the  Clown,  to  whose  Department  their  subjects  respectively 
relate  ;  and  they  will  thereafter  be  dealt  with  department- 
ally,  in  the  same  manner  as  any  official  letter  or  communi- 
cation received  direct  from  the  party  interested.  In  point 
of  fact,  however,  the  forwarding  of  such  petitions  by  mem- 
i'ers  of  Parliament,  with  covering  letter,  direct  to  the 
Department  concerned,  at  any  time,  and  without  waiting  for 
the  session,  is  practically  the  best  course.  In  this  way, 
petitions  may  be  bi ought  before  the  executive  in  ample 
ti'nc  for  consideration  before  the  meeting  of  Parliament, 
\vhen  the  representatives  can,  if  desired,  bring  on  a  discus- 
sion uj)on  tiie  ^nerits  of  the  case. 

Although  such  petitions  may  not  be  presented  to  the 
House,  which  has  not  the  power  of  granting  them,  it  is 
'luite  in  order  (after  proceeding  as  above)  to  bring  then- 
under  the  cognizance  of  Parliament  bv  moving  an  addre.  s 
to  His  Excellency  for  then),  .ind  any  other  papers  conne  '•d 
"  itli  them  in  the  Departments  to  be  brougnt  down ;  and  iio 
Goverjiment,  upon  its  responsibility  to  Parliament,  ran 
then  he  brought  to  account  for  the  exercise  or  non-( 


f>t'the  power  ve-^fted  in  it  of  granting  the  pecuniary 
relief  prayed  for. 
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(2)  It  has  been  decided  that  alien?,  iion-refiidents  jf 
the  Dominion  of  Canada,  have  not  tlic  ri;,'ht  of  petitioning' 
tliiri  Parliament.  Kxception  is  made,  however,  in  cafic  of 
private  hills.     See  Bonrin(»t's  Procednre,  p.  265. 

(3)  Petitions  mav  he  either  written  or  printed  ;  pro- 
vided always,  that  the  sf^natiires  of  at  least  three  petitidiicrs 
(in  case  of  a  n\iml»er  of  petitioners)  are  suhscrihed  on  tin- 
Pheet  containing  the  prayer  of  the  petition.  Any  sinirle 
individunl  jnay  petition  Parliament. 

(4)  Signatnres  to  petitions  must  he  original  ;  noagr  i 
should  sign  a  petition  to  Parliament  for  any  purpose.  No 
chairman  can  sign  for  a  public  meeting,  hut  the  conimoii 
seal  of  a  corporatioti  is  received  as  tiie  petition  of  the  whc'e 
body. 

(5)  All  petitions  must  he  in  respectful  and  tempt  rati 
language,  and  must  not  contain  any  matter  in  hreaciidl 
the  privileges  of  the  House,  such  as  animadversion  iipun 
the  conduct  of  the  Parliament,  or  reference  to  any  snlijeci 
under  debate,  or  to  a  motion  in  course  of  preparation. 

(6)  Petitions  to  the  House  of  Commons  should  l. 
addressed:  "  To  the  Honorable  the  Commons  of  Ouiaih, 
in  Parliament  assembled,"  the  statement  of  grievance  or 
cause  of  complaint  should  be  clearly  and  succinctly  set 
forth,  and  they  must  close  with  a  specific  prayer,  thus  : 

*"  Wherefore  your  petitioner  2}rays  /Aa^,"  etc.,  settiiij: 
forth  the  address  and  relief  that  is  sought. 

(7)  The  member  presenting  a  petition  should  endorse 
his  name  thereon,  and  present  it  in  his  place  in  the  Uoiisf. 
confining  himself,  when  doing  so,  to  the  statement  ot  tiie 
parties  from  whom  it  comes,  the  number  of  signituros 
attached  to  it,  and  the  material  allegations  it  contains.  He 
is  responsible  that  it  uoes  not  contains  impertinent  or 
improper  matter. 

(8)  After  a  lapse  of  two  days  for  scrutiny  by  the 
Speaker  and  Cl<  rk  of  the  House,  e\ery  petition  uhicli 
proves  to  be  properly  receivable  is  (Rule  86)  "  br(iuj:lit  tu 
the  Table  by  direction  of  the  Sjjeaker,  who  cannot  allow 
any  debate,  or  any  memb)er  to  speak  upon  or  in  rolarioii  to 
sucli  petition  ;  but  it  may  be  read  by  the  Clerk  at  the  Table. 
if  required  ;  or  if  it  complain  of  some  present  pfisonal 
grievance,  requirinjj  an  immediate  remedy,  the  matter  con- 
tained therein  may  be  brought  into  immediate  discnspion. 
Inordinary  course,  it  may,  upon  motion,  be  referred  to  a 
gommittee,  or  resolutions  may  be  based  upon  it,"  etc. 
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Pkemieb,  The.— Is  the  hea«l  of'Hor  Majesty's  Govern- 
iiHiil  m  Canada — is  the  conneetmjr  l.nK  between  Her 
Majcf^fy's  representative  and  her  Privy  Council  for  Caiia(Ja, 
.«elnts  his  collea^iies  in  the  Ministry,  and  is  virtually 
rcspoii.-il>le  for  the  entire  patronage  of  the  Crown. 

PKKvioi'rt  Question,  The,  is  a  mode  of  atteniptin;; 
to  avoid  !i  direct  expression  of  opinion  ujK>n  a  motion.  It 
i>  ctlictcd  l»y  {>roj[H)sing;,  in  lieu  of  the  ori;j;inul  motion,  a 
iiiotioii  ''  that  this  question  be  now  ."  A  vote  is  taken 
(III  this,  and  if  negatived,  the  origi  ,  motion  is  pra(^ticaliy 
rcjictt'd,  although  the  motion  may  be  proposed  again  at  u 
giilijii'inent  sitting. 

PuiviJXGE,  A  Qi'ESTiox  OF,  isfouuded  on  a  niatter 
directly  concerning  the  privileges  of  the  House,  recently 
arisen,  and  calling  for  its  immediate  interposition.  SucFi 
a  matter  may  be  considered  without  notice,  and  takes  pre- 
cedence of  all  other  business. 

Privileges  of  Members.— Under  Rev.  Stat,  of  Can., 
Caj».  11,  Sec.  3,  every  member  of  the  Senate  and  liouse  of 
Commons  holds,  enjoys  and  exercises  the  like  privileges, 
immunities  and  powers  as  at  the  tinie  of  the  passino  of  the 
B.  N.  A.  Act  1867,  were  held,  enjoyed  and  exercised  by  the 
Commons,  House  of  Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom  and 
l»y  the  members  thereof,  so  far  as  the  same  are  consistent 
with  and  not  repugnant  to  the  said  Act,  and  also  such 
privileges,  etc.,  as  are  fronj  time  to  time  defined  by  any 
Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada.  I  hese  privileges  include 
treedom  of  speech  and  person,  and  freedom  from  legal 
arrest  and  seizure  under  process  from  the  Courts  of  Law 
and  Equity.  This  does  not  extend  to  indictable  offences, 
or  to  actual  contempts  of  the  Courts  of  Justice.  Members 
of  both  Houses  are  exempt  from  all  duties,  the  perform- 
ance of  which  might  interfere  with  their  prompt  attend- 
ance to  their  Parliamentary  calls. 

Privileges  of  Parliament. — A niongst  the  privileges 
which  the  Commons  claim  are  : 

The  power  of  committing  individuals  to  prison  ;  the 
jHJwer  of  publishing  matters  which,  if  not  issuing  from 
t'uch  high  authority,  might  become  the  subject  of  proceed- 
ings in  a  court  o<  law ;  the  power  of  directing  the  Law 
OtJicers  of  the  Crown  to  prosecute  persons  accused  of 
offences  against  the  laws  or  affecting  the  privileges  of  Par- 
liainent ;  and  finally,  of  doing  anything  not  directly  con- 
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travelling  an  existing  Act  of  Parliament,  wliich  may  lie 
necessary  for  the  vindication  and  protection  of  its  own 
rights,  in  the  exejcise  of  its  constitutional  functions.  Pri 
vilege  of  Parliament,  nuch  as  it  is,  continues  for  a  con 
venient  time  after  prorogation  and  dissolutions. 

Property  Qualification  of  members  of  the  Conmions 
is  not  now  necessary.    A   Senator  must   be  possessed  of 
$4000  real  and  personal  estate  over  and  above  all  lialiili 
ties. 

Prorogation  op  Parliament  is  an  interruption  of  its 
sittings  by  Royal  authority.  All  unfinished  business  ter 
minates  and  dies  with  a  prorogation.  Prorogation  never 
extends  beyond  forty  days,  but  it  may  be  repeated  from  time 
to  time  by  proclamation,  and  continue  to  be  renewed  until  it 
is  intended  that  Parliament  shall  meet  for  the  desputiili  of 
business.  The  Crown  can  summon  Parliament  to  nicetat 
any  time  by  giving  fourteen  days*  notice.  By  the  Britiph 
North  America  Act,  Sec.  30,  it  is  provided  that  "  there 
shall  be  a^  Session  of  the  Canadian  Parliament  once,  at 
least,  every  year,  so  that  twelve  months  shall  not  intervene 
between  the  last  sitting,"  etc. 

-  Public  Printing  and  Stationery,  Department  of. 
is  in  charge  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  All  printing,  btereo 
typing,  lithography  or  binding,  and  paper  and  other  material 
required  for  the  use  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Comnioiu^ 
and  of  the  several  Departments  must  be  procured  and 
executed  subject  to  the  superintendence  and  audit  of  the 
deputy  head  of  this  Department,  who  is  called  the  Queen's 
Printer  and  Controller  of  Stationery.  He  buys  and  diritri- 
butes  all  paper,  books,  stationery  and  such  like  supi)liey. 

Public  Works,  Department  op. — The  Minister  mesid- 
ing  over  this  Department  has  charge  of  dams,  hptiaulic 
works,  the  construction  and  repair  of  harbors,  ipm-f  and 
works  for  improving  the  navigation  of  any  water  works  for 
f&cilitating  transmission  of  timber,  roads  and  bridges,  public 
buildings,  vessels,  dredges,  scows  and  machinery  for  the 
improvement  of  navigation,  telegraph  lines  and  all  other 
property  which  belong  to  Canada,  also  the  works  ai;  I  pro- 
perties acquired,  constructed  or  improved  at  the  exfjense  of 
Canada,  or  for  the  acquisition,  construction  or  repairing  of 
which  any  public  money  is  voted  by  Parliament,  al«o  cer- 
tain portions  of  the  "  Ordnance  Property,"  also  tlio  man- 
agement, charge  and  direction  of  the  heating  and  nminten- 
ance  of  the  GoTcrnment  Buildings  at  Ottawa. 
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Qualification  of  ELkOTORS. — A  voter  in  a  Cominons 
election  iiniet  be  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  yearfl,  a 
Brilirih  fiulyect,  anil  otherwise  qualified  as  shewn  in  the 
talile  on  page  227.  .  ^ 

Queen'h  Printer  in*  head  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Printing  and  Stationery,   and  subject  to  the  Secretary  of 

State. 

Queen's  Privy  Council  fob  Canada,  The,  is  the 
Council  to  aid  and  advise  in  the  Government  of  Canada. 
B.  N.  A.  Act  1867,  Sec.  11. 

Railways  and  Canals,  Minister  of,  has  the  man- 
agement, charge  and  direction  of  all  the  Government  Rail- 
ways and  Canals,  and  of  all  works  and  property  apper- 
taining or  incidentil  thereto,  also  of  railways  or  canals  or 
other  public  works  placed  under  his  charge  and  direction 
liy  any  Act  or  Order  in  Council. 

Revising  Officer  revises  and  completes,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Electoral  Franchise  Acty  the  lists  of  persons 
entitled  to  be  registered  as  voters  in  the  electoral  district 
for  wh'ch  he  is  appointed.     He  holds  office  during  good  be- 

liavior. 

Royal  Assent,  the  Act  by  which  the  Crown  agrees 
to  a  Bill.  It  is  usually  given  at  the  end  of  a  Session, 
unless  there  is  urgent  necessity  for  the  Act  becoming  law 
without  loss  of  time,  in  which  case  the  Governor-General, 
or  the  person  administering  the  Government,  comes  down 
to  the  Senate  Chamber,  and  there,  in  the  presence  of  both 
Houses,  gives  his  assent.  His  Excellency  specially  mani- 
fests his  assent  to  the  Supply  Bll.  Bills  to  which  the 
Royal  Assent  is  not  given  are  pronounced  to  be  reserved 
for  tlie  sijrnification  of  Her  Majesty's  pleasure  thereon,  and 
are  mentioned  in  the  Official  Gazette  as  having  been 
reserved  for  Her  Majesty's  consideration.  Unless  a  reserve 
is  made  in  the  Act  itself,  so  soon  as  the  Royal  Assent  is 
given,  the  Act  becomes  a  law,  and  can  be  proceeded  on 
before  any  competent  Court. 

Sexate,  The. — The  time  for  the  ordinary  meeting  of 
this  House  is  3  p.m.,  unless  some  other  time  shall  have 
previously  been  ordered.  If  a  quorum  is  not  present  at 
thirty  nunutes  after  the  time  of  meeting,  the  House  is 
adjourned  until   the   next   sitting  day.    Fifteen  members. 
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including  the  Speaker,  constitute  a  quorum.    The  Speaker 
of  the  Senate  isan  officer  »j:pointe«l  i>y  the  Crown. 

Sergkant-at-Arms.— Tliis  officer,  although  in  altenil 
ance  on  the  lloune  of  Connnonp,  in  appointed  hy  the  Cniwn. 
It  in  liis  duty  to  ol)ey  tlie  coninian<iHof  the  House,  toapinv 
liend  nn<l  take  into  cuBtcMly  all  thone  who  are  coninuitnl 
for  any  offence  hy  the  Houne.  All  tiie  nieHHcniierH  iiihI 
HervnntH  of  the  lionne,  except  the  Clerks,  an;  under  In^ 
orders.  He  has  a  seat  within  the  Bur,  an<l  (hrects  all 
arrangements  for  the  maintenance  of  order  in  thf  ap- 
proaches thereto  and  in  the  galleries.  He  is,  of  course,  in 
immediate  atteiidance  upon  the  Speaker,  from  whom  lie 
takes  all  orders  in  connection  with  his  duties.  Ho  i.'^ 
assisted  hy  a  Deputy. 

Speaker. — He  is  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Hdusc. 
He  reads  all  communications  which  come  from  tlio 
Queen's  Representative  or  the  Senate  to  the  Conimons  ;  Ik- 
lias  to  present  and  read  such  addresses  and  petitions  us  arc 
carried  up  to  the  Governor-General  hy  th6  whole  Hcaisc, 
and  to  deliver  the  usual  speeches,  on  the  part  of  the  Com- 
mons, when  presenting  the  Supply  Bill,  and  oiher  Bills 
calling  for  peculiar  note  and  remark.  Through  him  all 
witnesses  and  prisoners  at  the  Bar  of  the  House?  arc 
examined,  an<i  he  directs  all  arrangements  when  the  Hciisc 
is  to  1k»  addressed  hy  counsel.  It  is  his  duty  to  deliver  the 
reprimand  of  tlie  House  to  any  one  who  has  inc  rred  the 
penalty  of  receiving'  it ;  it  is  also  his  duty  to  issue  warrants 
of  committal  or  release  for  hreach  of  privilege;  to  com- 
municate with  any  parties  when  so  instructed  hy  tlic 
House.  He  enforces  the  Rules  of  the  House;  he  cannot 
join  in  any  debate  unlcris  in  Committee  of  the  Whole 
House.  As  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Hou8e,die  has  all 
the  duties  attached  to  such  an  office.  The  Speaker  irf 
chosen  by  the  members  of  Paliament,  and  holds  his  otKce 
until  the  Parliament  in  which  he  is  elected  is  dissolvod. 
Should  a  member  persevere  in  disobeying  the  order  of  the 
Speaker  and  of  the  House,  the  Speaker  may  "  name  liini," 
a  course  uniformly  followed,  as  the  term  implies,  by  the 
censure  of  the  House.  On  divisions,  when  the  numher."! 
happen  to  be  equal,  he  gives  the  casting  vote,  j^enerully 
with  his  reasons  for  voting,  but  he  never  otherwise  \o\e^. 

State,  Secretary,  of,  has  charge  of  the  State  cor- 
respondence, and  keeps  all  State  records  and  pajxrs  not 
specially  transferred  to  other  departments.     He  is  Kegi"- 
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liur-GciMTJil,  nixl  ivj^ifitcrs  ull  HummoiisoH,  iiroclainutioiis, 
rMminiHHioijM,  l«'t»«'rH  iMitcnt,  writs  ami  other  iiiHtnunonlH

uillid!H\.-  without  j»ermittiii;;  any  debate  or  antentlment ; 
|ir*ivi(leil  thu;  Mr.  S[K'aker,  or  the  Chairman,  may,  when- 
ever he  thinks  projxr, order  the  withdrawal  of  strangers. 

SiM'iM.v. — All  p  'ceedings  which  relate  to  the  public 
iiuMmeand  exi)enditiire  must  oriy;inate  with  the  Conimons, 
iiikI  must  he  hegnn  hy  resolution  njoved  in  Committee  of 
Sii|»i»ly,  which  is  always  u  Committee  of  the  Whole  House, 
111  the  course  of  the  session,  estimates  are  submitted  to  a 
Cttnnnittee  of  Supply,  and  resolutions  moved  thereon, 
;;riuitiiii»  to  the  Crown  the  sums  recpiisite  tVc  the  m.»na(re- 
iiuiit  of  the  various  departments  of  the  Government,  and 
tiic  s>i[)ix»rt  of  various  public  and  private  instittitions. 
Such  as  are  confirmed  by  the  Committee  of  Supply  are 
n]M tried  to  the  House,  where  they  are  ajjain  reconsidered, 
iiii'l  adopted  or  rejected,  as  tho  <*a«e  n»ay  be.

Treasuhy  Board  consists  of  tho  Minister  of  Finance, 
ami  any  five  of  the  Ministers  composing  the  Queen's  Privy 
Council  for  Canada  nominated  from  time  to  time  by  the 
(i«n.inor  in  Council.  The  Board  acts  as  a  Comnuttee  of 
tilt'  Queen's  Privy  Co>in(;il  on  all  matters  relating  to 
niii'vine,  revenue,  and  expenditure  or  public  accounts 
roftrred  to  it  by  the  Council,  or  to  whicii  l^-e  Board  thinks  it 
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necessary  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Council.  The  Minirtlcr 
of  Finance  is  Chairman,  and  the  Deputy  Minister  of 
Finance  is  ex  officio  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

Ways  and  Means. — As  the  Committee  of  Supply  relates 
to  the  expenditure  of  the  country,  so  the  functions  and 
duties  of  a  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  have  reference 
to  the  funds  by  which  such  expenditure  is  to  be  met. 
Loanp,  duties,  taxes,  excise  and  revenue  of  every  descrip- 
tion, are  submitted  to  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means. 
The  propositions  of  Government  on  this  subject  are  re<luced 
to  resolutions,  submitted,  considered  and  decided  on,  and 
8uc!x  as  are  agreed  to  are  reported  to  the  House.  The  serie-^ 
of  resolutions  in  com.,  when  reported,  are  read  t1"  '  . 
time,  pro  forma  ;  then  the  second  time  eu  i'loo  (;.  .a  the 
Jirat  resolution  the  second  time,  as  f'trniCfK  ilie  ractice  in 
Canada),  at  which  sta^e  ,76w/rc/?  li«''ufisiou  of  tfie  subject 
takes  place.

THE    LEGISLATURE    OP    PRINCE    EDWARD 

ISLAND. 

In  this  province  there  were  two  Legislative 
Chambers  until  Januaiy,  1894,  when  they  were 
merged  into  one — the  object  of  the  change  being  to 
lessen  the  cost  of  legislation.  The  arrangement 
being  peculiar  is  thus  explained  in  the  Statistical 
Year  Book  of  1895  :— 

Under  the  old  law,  there  were  two  Houses  :  one 
called  thie  Legislative  Council,  and  the  other  the 
House  of  Assembly.  The  Legislative .  Council  con- 
sisted of  thirteen  members  elected  from  certain  large 
constituencies.  The  House  of  Assembly  consisted  of 
fhirty  members  elected  from  smaller  constituencies. 
The  Legislative  Councillors  were  elected  by  voters, 
who  owned  freehold  or  leasehold  property  to  the 
value  of  1324.  The  members  of  the  House  of  Assem- 
bly were  elected  practically  by  manhood  suffrage, 
that  is  to  say,  there  were  a  number  of  qualifications 
for  the  electors,  such  as  property,  occupation  of  land, 
and  performance  of  statute  labor,  and,  taken  alto- 
gether, they  practically  amounted  to  manhood  suf- 
frage. 

The  purpose  of  the  change  made  by  the  statute 
passed  in  1893  was  to  amalgamate  the  two  Houses, 
nnd  there  is  now  one  House  called  the  Legislative 
Assembly  consisting  of  thirty  members.  These 
thirty  members  were  returned  for  fifteen  constituen- 
cies, each  constituency  returning  two  members.  One 
of  these  members,  who  is  called  a  Councillor,  Is  re- 
turned by  tiie  vottes  of  men  who  own  property,  free- 
hold or  leasehold,  to  the  value  of  $324,  which  isl  the 
same  qualification  as  that  for  a  member  of  the  old 
Legislative  Council.  The  other  member,  called  an 
Assemblyman,  is  elected  by  the  general  vote,  the 
same  men  being  able  to  vote  for  him  as  under  the 
old  law  could  vote  for  a  member  of  the  House  of 
Assembly.  After  they  are  elected,  both  Councillor 
and  Assemblyman  stand  In  the  same  position.  They 
have  the  same  voting  power,  and  the  effect  of  this 
is  to  make  simply  an  amalgamation  of  the  two 
Houses.  The  protection  supposed  to  be  given  to  pro- 
perty holders  by  the  Legislative  Council  still  exists.
